Canadian Arctic Gas Pipeline Limited (Applicant) is 
pleased to transmit to you, with this memorandum, a copy of a 
supplement to its applications, filed March 21, 1974, with the 
National Energy Board of Canada, and with the Department of 
Indian Affairs and Northern Development. These applications 
were for, respectively, a Certificate of Public Convenience and 
Necessity authorizing the construction of a gas pipeline and 
authorization to use land in Canada's Northern Territories. 


This supplement to the applications, filed August 15 
with the Board and with the Department, describes, in two volumes, 
an alternative routing for the northern supply lines, and a portion 
of the main line, in the Mackenzie Delta region, and the consequent 
changes to design, capital cost, and other supporting exhibits. 


The alternative is not filed by Applicant at this time 
as an amendment but rather as a possible alternative to be exam- 
ined contemporaneously with the application.

i Canadian Arctic Gas Pipeline Limited (Applicant) filed, on March 21, 
1974, an application with the National Energy Board for a Certificate of Public 
Convenience and Necessity authorizing the construction and operation of a gas 
pipe line. Exhibits showing, among other things, Applicant's proposed design, 
construction and operating plans for the pipeline system, and an environmental 
statement, were filed in support of those applications. Subsequent to that 
filing, supplements to the application have been filed by Applicant, together 
with supporting exhibits, which altered Applicant's proposed construction 

start date and which showed, among other things, Applicant's estimate of 


capital costs for the pipeline system, and pro-forma financial statements 
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based thereon. In addition, Applicant filed, in February of 1975, an 
amendment to its application, and Supporting exhibits, which altered the 
design of certain major river crossings and amended the routing of a portion 
of Applicant's proposed pipeline System in the vicinity of Fort Simpson, 
N.W.T. 
ike This Second Amendment to the Application, and the exhibits filed 
herewith, present and explain changes in line size, related facilities 
and resultant costs to those described in Applicant's March 1974, filing, 
as supplemented and amended. Those changes, described in more detail in 
the introduction to the exhibits submitted herewith, and in such exhibits 
are, in brief summary, to: 
a. Change the size of the line from the Caroline bifurcation 
point in Alberta to the point of interconnection with the pipe- 
line of TransCanada Pipelines Limited near Empress, Alberta, 
Peon?

No change in routing is involved, but certain changes in compression and 
chilling location, sizing and timing of installation are required. 

She The effects on Applicant's estimated capital costs, its pro-forma 
financial statements, its construction and operations plans, and its environ- 
mental statement, which are caused by the changes in Paragraph 2 above, are 
described also in the appropriate Sections following.

application, as later supplemented and amended, remain basically unchanged, 
by adoption of the changes herein described. 

ie The changes described above and in the accompanying Sections, 

now reflect the purchase arrangements of the gas to be transported, which 
have been made since the original filing. The line sizing described in the 
filing of March 21, 1974 was based upon the design assumption that fifty 

- percent of the Alaska produced gas to be transported by Canadian Arctic 
would be transported on the western delivery line and fifty percent on the 
eastern delivery line. The other design assumption, to ensure that facili- 
ties would be adequate, was that the Canadian produced gas would also be 
split evenly between the lines. Since that time, purchase arrangements 
relative to the Alaskan gas now indicate that a larger portion of such gas 
will be transported on the eastern delivery line than on the western delivery 
line. Specific indicated volumes upon which this amendment are based are 
shown in the Introduction to the accompanying exhibits. The delivery of 

all Canadian gas to TransCanada Pipelines Limited and to Westcoast Trans- 
mission Company Limited at two points of interconnection at Empress and 


in the Northwest Territories, respectively, is also reflected in these 


Amendments.
